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.NORTH  CAROLINA'S  SURGEONS  Aim  PHYSIC IA1TS  IN  THE 
WAR  BSTw^?  THE  STATES 


So   "branch  of  North  Carolina's  service  contributed  more 
to  the  sura  total  of  her  glory  and  honor  than  did,  that  of  her  sur- 
geons and  physicians;  those  men  who  were  on  duty  always  -   in  the 
din  of  "battle  and  afterward,  when  the  cries  of  the  wounded  and  the 
moans  of  the  sick  kept  these  men  at  their  post,  working  at  high 
pressure  and  often  under  the  most  primitive  conditions,  salvaging 
and  saving  lives  that  the  South  might  continue  to  fight  and  her 
strength  might  not  "be  crippled. 

Of  these  men  I  can  mention  only  a  few  and  give  the 
"barest  outline  of  their  service  to  the  Confederacy,  for  a  volume 
of  a  thousand  pages  could  not  tell  the  half  of  their  unselfish 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  duty  that  characterized  them  in  the 
mass  and  individually. 

Thomas  Hill  was  born  in  Sampson  County  in  1832  and 
was  reared  at  Wilmington.   He  entered  the  Confederate  service 
in  April,  1861.   He  was  commissioned  assistant  surgeon  in  July 
and  from  that  date  until  March  1862  was  in  charge  of  the  general 
hospital  of  the  army  at  Fredericksburg,  va.   Subsequently  he 
was  in  charge  of  the  general  hospital  at  Goldsboro  until  May 
1862,  when  he  was  promoted  surgeon  in  the  regular  army  and  ap- 
oointed  to  the  presidency  of  the  medical  examing  board  at  Raleigh

^   the  building  now  known  as  Peace  Institute.   Remaining  there  until 
April  1864,  he  was  tfeen  assigned  as  surgeon  to  the  Fortieth 
regiment,  North  Carolina  troops,  and  in  December  following  was 
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appointed  chief  surgeon  of  the  North  Carolina  reserves,  on  the 
staff  of  General  Holmes. 

Peter  E.  Hines,  distinguished  in  the  medical  service 
of  the  Confederacy  was  born  in  Warren  County  in  1828  and  educated 
at  Chapel  Hill,  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  University  of .Penn- 
sylvania and  in  the  schools  and  hospitals  of  Paris,  returning 
to  Raleigh  in  1354.   When  the  war  broke  out  he  received  a  com- 
mission as  surgeon  in  the  provisional  army  of  the  Confederate 
States.   After  being  in  chjarge  of  the  camp  of  instruction  at 
Raleigh,  he  was  appointed  surgeon  of  the  *'irst  north  Carolina 
Infantry,  the  .Bethel  regiment.   After  one  month  he  was  detailed 
to  establish  the  first  hospital  at  Yorktown,  Va  where  he  was 
in  charge  until  September.  He  was  next  with  the  first  North  Car- 
olina hospital  at  Petersburg  until  June,  1862,  whenh  he  was 
made  medical  director  of  the  department  of  Petersburg,  by  order 
of  General  Ransom.   In  this  capacity,  and  after  October  as 
senior  surgeon  in  charge  of  all  hospitals  at  that  post,  he  re- 
mained at  Petersburg  until  September  1863,  when  he  was  appointed 
medical  director  of  the  general  hospitals  of  North  Carolina,  by 
authority  of  the  secretary  of  war.   With  headquarters  at  Raleigh, 
he  served  in  this  capacity  until  paroled  at  Greensboro. 

George  L.  Kirby,  surgeon  of  the  Second  regiment,  North 
Carolina  State  troops,  was  born  near  Clinton,  1834.   .Dr.  Kirby 
was  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  Long  Island  hospital  college, 
.Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  in  I860,  and  after  continuing  his  studies  one 
year  in  Paris,  returned  in  January  1861,  reaching  new  York  on  the 
day  the  Star  of  the  West  was  fired  on  in  Charleston  harbor.   Pro- 
ceeding to  his  home,  he  was  the  second"  man  of  his  county  to  enlist 
for  the  defense  of  the  State,  in  April,  1861,  becoming  a  member 
of  Captain  Marsh's  company,  known  as  the  Saimoson  Rangers.   When 
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the  company  was  assigned  to  the  Twentieth  regiment  of  infantry 
he  was  appointed  assistant  surgeon,  and  subsequently,  upon  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  J,  B.  Hughes,  was  promoted  surgeon.   He 
served  in  this  capacity  until  Dedember,  1364.   He  was  on  duty 
«ith  his  regiment  in  the  battles  of  Mechanicsville,  Cold  Harbor, 
fiaines'  Mill,  Malvern  Hill,  South  Mountain,  Sharpsburg,  Efieder- 
icksburg,  chancellorsville,  on  the  Rapidan,  the  Wilderness, 
Spottssylvania  Court  House,  Second  Cold  Harbor,  Winchester  and 
Cedar  Creek,  and  subsequently  at  Petersburg  until,  at  the  close 
of  1S64,  he  was  transferred  to  hospital  duty  with  orders  to 
establish  a  hospital  at  '"ytheville,  where  he  remained  in  charge 
until  July,  1865.   At  the  battle  of  Kelly's  Ford  he  was  cap- 
tured by  the  Federals  and  thereafter  confined  for  two  months 
at  Fort  Mc Henry.   In  August,  1365,  he  made  his  home  at  G-oldsboro 
and  entered  upon  a  professional  career,  which  was  replete  with 
success  and  honor. 

David  T.  Tayloe,  surgeon  of  the  Sixty-first  regiment 
jyiorth  Cafolina  troops,  was  born  at  Washington,  N.    C.  in  1826. 
He  was  graduated  with  distinction  by  the  University  of  .North 
Carolina,  in  184ft  and  then  entering  upon  the  study  of  medi- 
cine with  Dr.  John  jJorcum  as  his  preceptor,  was  graduated  in 
that  profession  at  the  medical  department  of  the  University  of 
yew  York  in  1349.   He  embarked  in  professional  work  in  Halifax 
county,  and  when  opportunity  offered,  removed  to  his  native 
city  and  entered  upon  a  career  of  great  usefulness.   In  addition 
to  his  professional  labors,  he  filled  in  the  course  of  his  life, 
various  positions  of  trust,  in  which  he  gainsd  the  approbation 
of  his  fellow  citizens.   Whenhis  State  went  through  the  fiery 
trial  of  war,  he  volunteered  his  services  for  military  duty  and 
was  commissioned  surgeon  of  the  Sixty-first  regiment,  a  post 
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in  which  his  devote  patriotism  and  high  professional  skill  were 
alike  displayed  throughout  the  war. 

William  Sdward  White,  an  early  martyr  in  the  cause 
of  Southern  Independence,  was  born  at  Fort  Mill,  s.  C.  in  ^ 
one  of  six  brothers  who  joined  the  Confederate  States  forces. 
In  May,  186!,  enthusiastically  devoted  to  the  cause  of  his 
State  and  the  Confederacy,  he  left  home  to  accept  the  rank  of 
assistant  surgeon  of  the  Seventh  aorth  Carolina  regiment  of 
infantry.   With  hhis  command  he  served  at  its  various  stations 
in  aorth  Carolina  until  he  was  disabled  by  camp  fever,  of  which

*"liM  J™M  HarriES  B«"W.  a  distinguished  physical* 
of  Wilmington,  was  bo™  at  that  city  in  1844.   He  entered  the 
university  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1860,  but  abandoned  his  studies  in 
the  summer  of  1861  to  enlist  as  a  private  in  Uonpanyl  of  the 
Mghteenth  «orth  Carolina  infantry,  with  which  he  served  in 
Virginia,  participating  in  the  battles  of  hanover  Court  house 
Silliamsburg  and  the  Seven  Days-  eampaign,  receiving  slight  wounds

August,  18M,  his  year's  enlistment  having  expired,  he  enUeted 
H  the  Confederate  navy,  but  a  day  later  furnished  a  substitute 
and  returned  to  Chap.!  „1U.   After  ,tudylag  ^  .  ^^  ^ 
organized  a  company  of  mounted  men  for  home  defense  in  Brnnswicic 
county,  and,  reporting  to  Ceneral  Bragg,  was  assigned  to  coast 

duty,  in  which  he  served  «/ith  +>,Q  ^      i 

served  with   the  rank  of  captain  until  the  close 

of  hostilities.. 

^senh  henry  Haicer  of  Tarboro  enlisted  in  April  1861   in 
the  state  Military  Service,  and  accompanied  the  Sdgecombe  Uuarcs 
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as  surgeon  to  their  first  rendezvous.   At  Raleigh  the  company  was 
assigned  to  the  First  regiment  of  volunteers,  and  he  was  commis- 
.  sioned  first  assistant  surgeon.   In  this  capacity  he  was  at  the 
famous  engagement  at  Big  Bethel  on  the  Virginia  peninsula,  and 
continued  with  the  regiment  until  it  was  disbanded,  when  he  was 
assigned  to  the  hospital  at  Tarboro  ,  as  surgeon  in  charge.   He  ras 
mained  on  duty  there  until  the  close  of  the  war,  subsequently  re- 
suming his  profession  at  Tarboro,  where  he  has  had  a  very  suc- 
cessful career. 

Others  notable  in  the  service  they  rendered  their  state 
were  William  A  Blount  of  Washington,  if,  C.  surgeon  of  the 
First  JNorth  Carolina  cavalry;  Josiah  0.  Fowler  assistant  surgeon, 
of  the  florth  Carolina  regiment  So.  Seventeen;  Richard  K.  Gregory 
of  Greensboro  who  served  in  the  field  three  years  and  was  then 
ordered  $o   take  charge  of  the  general  hospital  at  Charlotte,  where 
he  was  on  duty  until  the  close  of  the  war.   lleedham  B.  herring, 
first  assistant  surgeon  at  the  hospital  located  at  Wilson,  later 
at  the  military  hospital  at  Lynchburg,  and  again  in  Raleigh,  where 
he  served  until  the  end.  "Edmund  Burke  Haywood  of  Raleigh,  dis- 
tinguished in  the  medical  service  of  the  Confederacy,  on  duty 
at  Seabrook  hospital  during  the  campaign  before  Richmond,  and 
soon  afterwards  in  charge  of  the  Pettigrew  hospital  at  Raleigh 
where  his  consummate  skill  as  a  surgeon,  his  accuracy  and  un- 
tiring industry  soon  placed  him  in  the  very  front  rank  of  his 
^pofession.   During  the  war  his  successes  in  surgery  were  among 
the  greatest  recorded  in  the  professional  annals  of  the  state. 
William  H.  Lilly,  of  Concord  won  for  himself  the  love  and 
grateful  memories  of  all  the  men  in  A.  P.  helh's  corps,  Meth's 
division,  -fettigrew'  s  brigade,  being  absent  from  duty  but  ten 
days,  and  signalizing  himself  by  his  devotion  and  self  sacrifice 
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to  his  men.  A  younger  "brother  of  1)8.  Lilly,  Thomas  Lilly  left 
Emory  and  Henry  College  in  1861  and  enlisted  with  an  Attsofl  county 
company.  From  the  Seven  Day's  tattles  tot  the  evaluation  of 
Petersburg  he  made  an  unblemished  record  of  patriotism  and  gallan- 
try, was  wounded  in  the  immortal  charge  of  Pettigrew  and  Pickett 
at  Getteysburg,  and  fatally  while  on  the  picket  line  at  Petersburg 
about  the  time  of  the  evacuation.

Pollock  of  Winston;  Francis  JR.  Moye  of  Wilson;  Samuel  A  Grier  of 
Harrisburg;  William  D,    McMillan  of  Wilmington;  Junius  J>T.  Ramsey 
cf  Seaboard;  Henry  V.  Dunstan  of  Windsor*;  Andrew  J,  Ellis  of 
Garysburg;  William  H.  Harrison  Cobb  of  Goldsboro ;  Henry  J.  Walker 
and  scores  of  others  wrote  their  names  on  the  immortal  roster 
of  Worth  Carolina's  contribution  to  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  and  to  all  her  posterity. 
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
